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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on February 
28, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the grounds that the subject matter of 
the two groups is sufficiently related that a single search would cover both groups. This 
is not found persuasive because the subject matter is different such that multiple 
searches would be required to search both groups because the subject matter of the 
two groups is so different. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 14 and 1 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 20, line 2, applicant has set forth improper Markush terminology. The 
word "or" should be changed to -and- for proper terminology. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 16-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by FR-281 0795. (795) 

Reference is made to the English language abstract of 795 along with all of the 
drawing figures. As seen in the drawings, a bipolar plate for a fuel cell is taught where 
the plate includes a frame 1 1 of thermoplastic dielectric material, which frame is 
elastically connected to the body including two metallic plates and which body includes 
fuel and oxidant circulation channels. Figure 4 of 795 depicts the seals in the bipolar 
plate wherein the frame includes the claimed passage openings 15 and 16 for the 
oxidant and fuel, which passages open toward the center. The bipolar plate also 
includes fastening means-holes in the periphery thereof as seen in Figure 4. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Pflaesterer and Hatoh et al. both set forth various sealing means in fuel cells of 
interest.
